AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of 

the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Sandwich 
Sandwich,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Sandwich  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987,  as  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  at  December  31,  1987, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual 
fund  financial  statements  and  schedule  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are 
presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich.  Such 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

NOTE  1    -  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies  employed  in  the 
preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 

A.       Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  or  account 
groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting  entity.  The 
operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  separate  set  of  self- 
balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  equity, 
revenues,  and  expenditures,  as  appropriate.   Government  resources  are 
allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  individual  funds  based  upon  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending 
activities  are  controlled.  The  various  funds  are  grouped  by  type  in  the 
financial  statements.  The  following  fund  types  and  account  groups  are 
used  by  the  Town: 

GOVERNMENTAL  FUNDS 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.  All  general  tax  revenues  and  other  receipts  that  are  not  allocated 
by  law  or  contractual  agreement  to  another  fund  are  accounted  for  in  this 
fund.  From  the  fund  are  paid  the  general  operating  expenditures,  the 
fixed  charges,  and  the  capital  improvement  costs  that  are  not  paid 
through  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -   Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the 
proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trust  or 
major  capital  projects)  requiring  separate  accounting  because  of  legal  or 
regulatory  provisions  or  administrative  action.   Included  in  this  fund 
type  are  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  Conservation  Commission,  Forestry 
Conunittee,  Wentworth  Library,  Driveway  Plowing,  Special  Trusts,  Town 
Records,  and  Sewer  Funds. 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -   Transactions  related  to  resources  obtained  and 
used  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  or  improvement  of  capital 
facilities  are  accounted  for  in  Capital  Projects  Funds.  Such  resources 
are  derived  principally  from  proceeds  of  long-term  notes  or  bonds  and 
from  Federal  and  State  grants. 

FIDUCIARY  FUNDS 

Trust  Funds  -   Trust  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  assets  held  in 
trust  by  the  Town.  The  Nonexpendable  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  (which 
include  Capital  Reserve  Funds)  are  shown  in  this  fund  type.

B.  Account  Groups    (Fixed  Assets  and  Long-Term  Liabilities) 

All  governmental  funds  are  accounted  for  on  a  spending  or  "financial 
flow"  measurement  focus.  This  means  that  only  current  assets  and  current 
liabilities  are  generally  included  on  their  balance  sheets.  Their 
reported  fund  balance  (net  current  assets)  is  considered  a  measure  of 
"available  spendable  resources".  Governmental  fund  operating  statements 
present  increases  (revenues  and  other  financing  sources)  and  decreases 
(expenditures  and  other  uses)  in  net  current  assets.  Accordingly,  they 
are  said  to  present  a  summary  of  sources  and  uses  of  available  spendable 
resources  during  a  period. 

General  fixed  assets  have  been  acquired  for  general  governmental  purposes 
and  have  been  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making  the 
expenditure.  These  expenditures  are  required  to  be  capitalized  at 
historical  cost  in  a  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts  for 
accountability  purposes.  In  accordance  with  the  practices  followed  by 
other  municipal  entities  in  the  State,  the  Town  does  not  maintain  a 
record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and,  accordingly,  a  statement  of 
general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

Long-term  liabilities  expected  to  be  financed  from  governmental  funds  are 
accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group.  This  account 
group  is  not  a  fund.  It  is  concerned  only  with  the  measurement  of 
financial  position  and  not  results  of  operations.  Since  they  do  not 
affect  net  current  assets,  such  long-term  liabilities  are  not  recognized 
as  governmental  fund  type  liabilities.  They  are  instead  reported  as 
liabilities  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group. 

C.  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  General,  Special  Revenue,  Capital  Projects,  and 
Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  maintained  and  reported  on  the  modified 
accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting,  sources  of  financial  resources  and  assets  are  recognized  when 
measurable  and  available  to  finance  operations  during  the  year.  Uses  of 
financial  resources  and  liabilities  are  recognized  when  obligations  are 
incurred  from  receipt  of  goods  and  services,  when  assessments  are  made  by 
the  State  or,  in  the  case  of  judgments  and  claims  against  the  Town,  when 
there  is  a  probability  that  such  judgments  and  claims  will  result  in 
liabilities,  the  amounts  of  which  can  be  reasonably  estimated. 
Exceptions  to  this  general  rule  include:  1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacation 
and  sick  pay,  and  2)  principal  and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt 
which  is  recognized  when  due.  All  Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  are 
accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
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D.  Budgetary  Accounting 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in  budgetary 
funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal  integrated  budgetary  accounting  system 
in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements  which  govern  the  Town's 
operations.   State  Statutes  require  balanced  budgets  but  provide  for  the 
use  of  beginning  general  fund  unreserved  fund  balance  to  achieve  that 
end.   In  1987,  the  beginning  fund  balance  was  applied  as  follows:

E.  Encumbrances 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and 
continuing  appropriations  (certain  projects  and  specific  items  not  fully 
expended  at  year  end)  are  recognized,  is  employed  in  the  governmental 
funds.  Encumbrances  are  not  the  equivalent  of  expenditures  and  are 
therefore  reported  as  part  of  the  fund  balance  at  December  31,  1987  and 
are  carried  forward  to  supplement  appropriations  of  the  subsequent  year. 

The  General  Fund  reserve  for  encumbrances  at  December  31,  1987  is 
detailed  in  Exhibit  A-2  and  totals  $67,975. 

F.  Cash  and  Investments 

At  year  end,  the  carrying  amount  of  the  Town's  deposits  was  $1,553,133 
and  the  bank  balance  was  $1,533,079.  Of  the  bank  balance,  $733,955  was 
covered  by  Federal  depository  insurance  and  $799,124  was  uninsured. 

State  Statutes  authorize  the  Town  to  invest  excess  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  Treasurer,  in  obligations  of  the  United  States  Government,  in 
savings  bank  deposits  of  banks  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  or  in  certificates  of  deposit  of  banks  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  in  national  banks 
located  within  this  State  or  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  These  financial 
statements  report  investments  in  certificates  of  deposit  and  savings  bank 
deposits  under  the  caption  Cash  and  Equivalents. 

The  Town  is  further  authorized  to  invest  Trust  Funds  in  obligations  of 
political  subdivisions  and  stocks  and  bonds,  as  they  are  legal  for 
investment  by  New  Hampshire  savings  banks.  Capital  Reserve  Funds  must  be 
kept  separate  and  not  intermingled  with  Trust  Funds.  Capital  Reserve 
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Funds  may  be  invested  only  in  savings  bank  deposits  of  New  Hampshire 
banks,  or  in  United  States  or  State  of  New  Hampshire  bonds  or  notes. 

Investments  in  all  instances  are  stated  at  cost  or,  in  the  case  of 
donated  investments,  at  market  value  at  the  time  of  bequest  or  receipt. 
Investments  at  year  end  are  as  follows:

Accumulated  Unpaid  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

Accumulated  unpaid  vacation  and  sick  pay  is  not  accrued  in  the 
governmental  funds  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Employees  may  accumulate  up  to  fifteen  days  sick  leave  at  a  rate  of  five 
days  per  year.  Vacation  is  granted  in  varying  amounts  based  on 
department.  Vacation  and  sick  pay  accumulation  does  not  exceed  a  normal 
year's  allowance. 

Taxes  Collected  For  Others 

The  property  taxes  collected  by  the  Town  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
Interlakes  Cooperative  School  District  and  Carroll  County  which  are 
remitted  to  these  governmental  units  as  required  by  law.  The  ultimate 
responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town. 

Property  Taxes 

The  National  Council  on  Governmental  Accounting,  Interpretation  3, 
referring  to  property  tax  revenue  recognition,  requires  disclosure  if 
property  taxes  receivable,  which  are  to  be  collected  beyond  a  period  of 
60  days  subsequent  to  year's  end,  are  recognized  on  the  balance  sheet  and 
not  reserved.  In  accordance  with  the  practice  followed  by  other 
municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Sandwich 
annually  recognizes,  without  reserve,  all  taxes  receivable  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year.  The  Town  feels  this  practice  of  accrual  is  justified, 
as  it  more  appropriately  matches  the  liability  to  the  school  district 
entity  at  December  31  with  collections  which  are  intended  to  finance 
these  payments  through  June  30  of  the  following  year. 

Annually,  the  Town  establishes  and  raises  through  taxation  an  amount  for 
abatements  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  taxes,  known  as  overlay. 
All  abatements  and  refunds  are  charged  to  this  account.  The  amount 
raised  in  1987  was  $16,255  and  expenditures  amounted  to  $3,696. 
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As  prescribed  by  law,  the  tax  collector  sells  at  tax  sale  all  uncollected 
property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due.  The  purchaser 
at  tax  sale  has  a  priority  tax  lien  on  these  properties  and  accrues 
interest  at  18%  per  annum.  Delinquent  taxpayers  must  redeem  property 
from  tax  sale  purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least 
undivided  interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related  costs 
due.   If  property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  two-year  redemption  period, 
the  property  is  tax-deeded  to  the  lien  holder. 

J.       Inter fund  Transactions 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  numerous 
transactions  between  funds,  including  expenditures  and  transfers  of 
resources  to  provide  services  and  fund  capital  outlay.  The  accompanying 
governmental  and  fiduciary  fund  financial  statements  reflect  such 
transactions  as  transfers.

All  debt  is  general  obligation  debt  of  the  Town,  which  is  backed  by  its  full 
faith  and  credit. 

NOTE  3   -  BOND  ANTICIPATION  NOTE  PAYABLE 

There  is  a  $20,000  note  held  by  BankEast  dated  April  8,  1987  and  due  April  8, 
1988  at  4.75%.   The  interest  has  been  accrued  at  December  31. 

This  note  was  issued  for  library  repairs  and  to  connect  the  library  to  the 
Town  sewer  system.  However,  the  State  disallowed  the  appropriation  when 
setting  the  1987  tax  rate,  as  it  could  not  be  determined  that  a  two  thirds 
vote  as  required  under  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  was  received  according  to  the 
Town  Clerk's  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting. 

This  note  is  being  funded  by  the  Library  Fund,  and  there  is  unreserved  fund 
balance  of  $47,417  in  the  fund  at  December  31,  1987. 
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NOTE  4   -  CAPITAL  PROJECT  FUND    (SEWER  PROJECT) 

Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized  -  Unissued 

Article  No.  II  of  the  March  13,  1984  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $2,838,000  for 
the  purpose  of  designing  and  constructing  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment 
facilities  and  authorized  long-term  borrowing  not  to  exceed  $927,000  in 
accordance  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Finance  Act.  The  Town 
issued  bonds  totaling  $712,009  towards  the  project  in  1986,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $214,991  authorized  unissued. 

NOTE  5   -  DEFINED  BENEFIT  PENSION  PLAN 

Only  the  police  chief  participates  in  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System,  a 
multiple-employer  public  employee  retirement  system.  The  payroll  covered  by 
the  system  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987  was  $21,933. 

All  Town  full-time  employees  are  eligible  to  participate  in  the  system. 
Employees  who  retire  before  age  65  are  entitled  to  a  retirement  benefit  equal 
to  approximately  fifty  percent  of  the  employee's  average  final  compensation. 
After  attainment  of  age  65,  the  payment  by  the  Retirement  System  is  reduced  by 
the  amount  of  the  individual's  Social  Security  entitlement  payments.  The 
system  also  provides  death  and  disability  benefits  which  are  established  by 
State  Statute. 

Covered  employees  other  than  police  and  fire  personnel  are  required  by  State 
Statute  to  contribute  4.6%  of  their  salary  to  the  plan;  police  and  firemen 
contribute  9.3%.  The  Town  is  required  by  the  same  statute  to  contribute  a 
percentage  of  the  employee's  salary,  based  on  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the 
entire  State  plan  performed  June  30,  1983.  These  contributions  represented 
7.74%  for  police  through  June  30  and  4.8%  through  December.  The  contribution 
requirements  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987  were  $3,400,  which  consisted 
of  $1,360  from  the  Town  and  $2,040  from  the  employee. 

The  "pension  benefit  obligation"  is  a  standardized  disclosure  measure  of  the 
present  value  of  pension  benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of  projected 
salary  increases  and  step-rate  benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future 
as  a  result  of  employee  service  to  date.  The  measure,  which  is  the  actuarial 
present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits,  is  intended  to  help  users  assess 
the  system's  funding  status  on  a  going-concern  basis,  assess  progress  made  in 
accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due,  and  make  comparisons 
among  retirement  systems  and  employers.  The  State  retirement  system  does  not 
make  separate  measurements  of  assets  and  pension  benefit  obligations  for 
individual  employers.  According  to  plan  administrators,  the  pension  benefit 
obligation  at  June  30,  1986  for  the  system  as  a  whole,  determined  through  an 
actuarial  valuation  performed  as  of  June  30,  1985,  was  $552,050,000.  The 
system's  net  assets  available  for  benefits  on  that  date  (valued  at  market) 
were  $568,786,602,  leaving  no  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation.  The 
percentage  that  the  Town  of  Sandwich  has  in  relation  to  the  entire  plan  cannot 
be  determined. 
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NOTE  6  -   TRUST  FUNDS 

The  principal  amount  of  all  Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  is  restricted  either  by 
law  or  by  terms  of  individual  bequests,  in  that  only  income  earned  may  be 
expended.   The  Town's  Nonexpendable  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  at  December  31, 
1987  are  detailed  as  follows:

c omp 1 e t ed ,  continuing  and  n ew  projects,  ba 1 1 o t 
items  and  selected  warrant  articles. 

The  Sandwich  Sewer  construction  started 
in  June  1986  was  completed  in  July  and  turned 
over  the  Sandwich  Sewer  Commission  on  August 
1,  1987.  The  project  was  completed  tor  less 
than  the  budgeted  amount. 

The  computer  in  the  Selectmen^'s  Of -f  ice 
has  been  programmed  to  handle  the  -financial 
records  of  the  Town  as  well  as  tax  records, 
tax  bills,  resident  and  uoter  lists.  The 
financial  information  will  readily  provide 
data  for  budget  projects  and  budget  control 
formerly  obtained  through  hours  of  hand 
post  i  ng. 

A  report  on  the  progress  of  the  long 
range  road  improvement  plan  is  addressed  in 
the  report  by  the  Road  Agent. 

The  committee  searching  for  a  doctor  for 
the  Town  has  not  located  one  as  yet. 

The  Sandwich  Elderly  Housing  Corrimittee 
completed  a  10  unit  subsi stance  elderly 
housing  facility  in  December. 

Many  of  the  projects  undertaken  by  the 
various    Town    Boards    Are  the   result   of 

legislation  passed  at  the  state  legislature. 
This  year  the  Planning  Board  is  in  the  process 
of  updating  the  Sandwich  Master  Plan  and  has 
revised  the  Sandwich  Zoning  Regulations,  The 
matter  of  zoning  has  been  discussed  at  two 
public  hearings  and  is  to  be  voted  on  by- 
ballot  on  March  8,  1988.

For  the  trustees,  sta-f-f,  and  patrons  o-f  the  library  this 
has  been  the  ye^r    of  the  roof.   New  Hampton  Slate  <<  Tile  as  well 
as  Therrien  Roofers  have  completed  their  jobs.   Because  of  the 
problems  that  can  occur  with  a  flat  roof,  there  is  a  10  ye&r 
warranty  in  effect. 

Having  borrowed  ^20,000.00  to  finance  these  repairs  and  the 
sewer  hook  up,  funds  are   very    tight  at  the  library.   It  was  an 
unpleasant  but  necessary  step  to  reduce  the  book  budget  by 
$1,000.00.   In  spite  of  restrictions,  the  book  selection 
committee  composed  of  three  appointed  members,  a  trustee,  and 
the  librarian,  have  done  an  excellent  job.   The  committee  is 
Sally  Kalette,  chair,  Joan  Cook,  Richard  Lyons,  John  Perkins, 
and  Sylbert  Forbes.   Important  acquisitions  include  a  new 
unabridged  dictionary  and  many  new  volumes  for  the  juvenile 
collection.   Ulith  more  juveniles  in  the  town  this  was  a 
necessary  step.   Their  success  can  be  measured  in  a  marked 
increase  in  juvenile  circulation. 

The  periodical  budget  was  cut  also,  but  several  patrons  of 
the  library  responded  to  an  appeal  for  gift  subscriptions.   *144 
was  donated  so  no  subscriptions  were  canceled.   Ann  Papen  is  the 
volunteer  in  charge  of  periodicals  and  is  to  be  commended  for  an 
outstanding  job. 

Like  books  and  periodicals,  the  audio  budget  had  to  be 
reduced.   Janet  M.  Brown  has  served  for  seven  years  as  the  audio 
selector.   She  has  worked  capably  to  enrich  our  collection. 

The  library  is  preparing  to  join  the  New  Hampshire 
Automated  Information  Services.   Libraries  in  the  state  are 
being  divided  into  five  zones,  with  a  large  computer  in  each  one 
to  which  individual  towns  will  be  connected.   Sandwich  will  be 
using  the  services  of  the  computer  in  Plymouth.   The  schedule 
calls  for  Plymouth  to  be  operating  by  fall  of  1988.   Both 
trustees  and  the  librarians  have  been  attending  meetings  to 
facilitate  the  computerization  of  the  library. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  been  most  supportive  this 
year.       In  addition  to  running  several  programs, 
Books-Sandwiched-In ,  and  the  Christmas  party,  they  have 
undertaken  to  raise  money  for  the  library.   Sarah  Zuccarel 1 i  was 
hired  to  maintain  the  garden  at  the  front  of  the  library.   The 
friends  Are   responsible  for  the  displays  as  well  as  the 
decorations.   They  also  supply  a  service  of  delivering  books  to 
anyone  who  is  shut-in.   Library  records  show  the  first  story 
hour  for  children  was  held  in  1938  and  this  tradition  is  carried 
on  by  them  on  a  bi-monthly  basis.   The  town  as  well  as  the 
library  is  indebted  to  the  Friends. 

During  the  1987  state  legislative  session  an  amendment  was 
made  to  RSA  202-A:6  which  effects  the  number  of  library 
trustees.   As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  this  in  May  of  1987, 
the  number  of  elected  trustees  will  increase  to  seven. 
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A  subcommittee  oi    trustees  has  been  working  to  make  the 
Samuel  H.  Wentworth  Library  a  certi-fied  library  under  the 
Statewide  Library  Development  System. 

It  is  only  in  the  annual  report  that  public  recognition  is 
given  to  some  who  serve  the  library  well.   Thanks  to  Dick  Papen 
•for  this  devoted  service  in  caring  for  the  building  and  grounds. 
Appreciation  -for  the  spotless  interior  goes  to  Jane  Stokes.   The 
Wentworth  Library  -functions  well  because  o-f  the  dedication  o-f 
Sylbert  Forbes  and  Mary  Frances  Hambrook .   They,  with  the 
support  of  the  trustees,  try  to  make  the  library  exactly  what 
their  patrons  want.

President's  Report 


My  doctorite  is  a  theologica!,  not  a  medical,  degree.   There-fore,  I 
■feel  particularly  inadequate  in  giving  this  president  s  report.   This 
-feeling  is  accentuated  because  I  -follow  in  this  o-f-fice  the  eminently 
quali-fied  physician  Dr.  Charles  Stevenson.   I  do  not  have  the  pro-f  essi  onal 
expertise  in  medical  matters  nor  the  knowledge  o-f  trends  and  developments 
in  medicine  which  have  -filled  his  President's  Reports  in  the  years  that  he 
held  this  o-f-fice,  1980-1986.   Likewise  I  will  not  attempt  to  duplicate  the 
in-formation  presented  in  the  report  o-f  the  town  nurse.   She  has  the  really- 
important  i  n-f  ormat  i  on  :   the  number  ot  patients,  visits,  cost,  etc.   The 
in-formation  covered  in  my  report  will  be  instead  the  nitty-gritty  o-f  the 
topics  discussed  and  decisions  made  by  the  Board  o-f  Trustees  o-f  the 
Sandwich  Home  Nursing  Association  during  the  past  year. 

The  1986-1987  Board  consists  o-f  nine  members:   Marshall  Davis 
(president),  Edwards  Leiper  (treasurer),  Henrietta  McBee  (secretary), 
Robert  Burrows,  Barbara  Stockton,  Susan  Wiley,  Philip  Parsons,  John  Webb, 
and  one  ex-o-f-ficio  member,  Charles  Stevenson,  M.D.   The  Board  has  met 
quarterly  as  required  by  our  bylaws:   September,  February,  April  and  July. 

The  September  meeting  was  dominated  by  discussion  o-f  the  August  5, 
1986,  letter  -from  Dr.  Peter  Hope  in-forming  the  Selectmen  o-f  his  reasons 
•for  relocating  his  practice  to  Harbor  Square  in  Centre  Harbor,  thereby 
leaving  the  town  without  a  resident  physician.   Then  president  Stevenson 
met  with  Bud  Burrows  to  discuss  the  use  of  the  building  -for  medical 
purposes  and  plans  -for  securing  another  physician.   Research  was  done  into 
the  property  and  the  deed  by  Susan  Wiley.   The  Board  then  met  with  the 
Sandwich  Selectmen  on  September  22  to  discuss  with  them  the  concerns  o-f 
the  SHNA  on  this  matter.   The  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  to  look  -for 
a  new  physician;  the  committee  included  Barbara  Stockton,  a  member  o-f  the 
SHNA  board.   Later,  at  the  March  town  meeting  *25,000  was  appropriated  -for 
the  renovation  o-f  the  old  -fire  station  on  Church  Street  into  a  physician's 
o-f-fice  i -f  needed.   The  Board  has  been  keeping  in  touch  with  the  progress 
o-f  this  committee  to  insure  that  the  medical  needs  o-f  the  community  Ars 
met . 

The  second  major  issue  o-f  discussion  by  the  Board  this  yeAr    (and  a 
special  concern  o-f  mine)  has  been  the  current  purpose  o-f  the  SHNA  in  light 
o-f  the  -fact  that  the  cost  o-f  visiting  nurse  services  has  been  borne  by  the 
Town  o-f  Sandwich  since  the  1985  town  meeting.   There  was  a  de-finite  need 
in  1976  when  the  home  nursing  care  project  began.   There  was  a  need  in 
1980  when  SHNA  was  born,  and  again  in  1982  when  we  took  over  the 
responsibility  o-f  raising  the  money  -for  a  visiting  nurse  program.   But 
what  is  the  purpose  now?   The  Wol-feboro  Nurse  Association  provides 
excellent  service  and  oversight,  and  the  Town  foots  the  bill.   What,  then, 
is  the  role  of  the  Sandwich  Home  Nursing  Association?   During  the  February 
meeting  a  range  of  options  were  discussed.   It  was  decided  that  there  was 
a  need  for  such  an  organization  as  ours  to  provide  local  citizen-based 
monitoring  of  the  health  needs  of  the  residents  of  Sandwich.   A  yearly 
financial  contribution  to  the  Town  to  cover  one  quarter  of  the  cost  of  the 
nursing  service  (*3000  in  1987)  would  both  help  to  insure  that  town 
support  for  this  service  continues  and  show  the  SHNA's  concern  for  the 
health  needs  of  Sandwich. 
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A  third  topic  o-f  discussion  has  been  direct  help  •from  the  SHNA  to  the 
citizen  s  o-f  Sandwich  to  help  them  in  health  needs.   This  has  taken  two 
■forms.   First,  is  our  ongoing  practice  o-f  loaning  equipment  to  patients. 
The  SHNA  now  owns  2  walUers,  1  commode,  2  toilet  extensions,  1  step  stool, 
1  male  urinal,  1  electric  whirl  pool,  1  vibro  bath,  1  good  pair  o-f  wooden 
crutches,  2  pairs  o-f  Canadian  crutches.   During  the  past  year  the 
equipment  has  been  under  the  control  o-f  Gladys  Burrows,  who  has  loaned  the 
-following  equipment  to  Sandwich  patients:   walker,  commode,  over  the  bed 
table,  Canadian  crutches,  and  wheel  chair.   Walkers  and  commodes  are  the 
pieces  o-f  equipment  most  asked  -for.   We  are  also  missing  2  walkers,  1  over 
the  bed  table,  and  1  -four  pronged  cane.   I -f  anyone  knows  o-f  the  location 
o-f  these  pieces,  please  let  us  know.   The  SHNA  can  also  rent  equipment  -for 
patients  when  needed.   The  second  -form  o-f  assistance  to  residents  has  been 
very  limited  -financial  help  to  people  who  need  medical  supplies  not 
cowered  by  insurance.   The  Town  nurse  has  in-formed  the  Board  o-f  several 
such  needs,  and  the  Board  has  o-f-fered  -financial  assistance  in  two  cases 
this  year . 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  o-f  those  involved  in  bringing 
excellent  quality  nursing  care  to  Sandwich:   town  nurse,  L.N.  (Cookie) 
Babbit,  R.N.,  physical  therapist.  Stephanie  Fairtile,  R.P.T.,  and  Child 
Health  Program  coordinator,  Bette  Co-f-fey,  R.N.;  and  each  o-f  the  members  of 
the  Board  o-f  Trustees;  members  o-f  the  auditing  Committee:   Molly  Balch, 
Bertha  Gotshal 1 ,  and  Margaret  Goodwin;  and  Nominating  Committee:   Tony 
Leiper,  Susan  Wiley,  and  Barbara  Stockton.   I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
members  o-f  the  Sandwich  Home  Nursing  Association  who,  eleven  years  ago, 
saw  the  need,  and  have  continued  to  make  sure  that  the  health  needs  o-f 
Sandwich  residents  ^re   met.

Your  Planning  Board  has  had  a  very  busy  year.   Six  persons 
joined  the  Board  as  alternates  during  the  yeAr    which  was 
exciting,  and  a  lot  oi    work.   The  Rules  o-f  Procedure  were 
reviewed  and  revised  to  designate  new  o-f-fices  and 
responsibilities.   Sam  KirUwood  asked  to  step  down  fran 
chairmanship  in  order  to  dedicate  -full  time  as  Editor  o-f  the 
Master  Plan.   Dorothy  LaPointe  moved  to  Chairman  and  Robin 
Dustin  -filled  the  position  o-f  Secretary.   Robert  Miner  was 
elected  "vii  ce-Chai  rman  and  John  Biggs,  Ac*ni  ni  strat  i  ve  Secretary 
responsible  -for  sta-ffing  subdivision,  site  plan  and  excavation 
applications.   The  Board  held  17  public  meetings,  handling  3 
preliminary  hearings,  13  subdivision  applications,  9 
continuation  hearings,  2  excavation  permits  and  2  site  plans. 

The  Master  Plan  Update  1987  will  showcase  the  contributions 
o-f  many  o-f  the  original  planners,  with  statistics  through  June 
30,  1987,  and  reasonable  forecasts  for  the  near  future. 

Six  members  attended  the  law  lecture  series  sponsored  by 
the  N.H.  Municipal  Association.   This  is  a  vital  tool  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  continually  changing  and  increasingly  complex 
field  of  land  use  law. 

The  Zoning  Ordinance  was  rewritten  in  its  entirety  to  bring 
it  up  to  date  with  the  law  to  provide  innovative  land  use 
controls,  and  to  regulate  and  control  the  timing  of  development 
at  an  orderly  and  reasonable  rate.   The  Board  is  optimistic  that 
the  Town  will  support  this  intensive  effort.   Subdivision,  Site 
Plan  Review  and  Excavation  Regulations  Are   under  revision  at 
this  time. 

All  persons  contemplating  subdivision,  construction,  or 
changing  the  use  of  property  should  carefully  review  the  new 
ordinance  and  regulations  in  order  to  secure  the  proper  permits 
and/or  applications  to  enable  a  smooth  and  timely  hearing  and 
approval  of  their  request.

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SANDWICH  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

1987  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  1987,   the  Board  of  Adjustment  received  seven  completed 
applications  for  a  hearing.     Six  applications  were  heard  and 
decided,   and  one  was  set  for  hearing  m  1988,   but  was 
withdrawn  before  the  Hearing.   Four  of  the  applications  were 
requests  for  variances  relating  to  minimum  lot  size  and  to 
setbacks  of  a  dwelling  and/or  a  detached  structure  from  either  a 
side  or  back  line,    or  a  road  centerlme,   or  a  lake,    stream,    pond 
or  wetland.   One  application  concerned  as  request  for  a  Special 
Exception  to  permitted  uses  in  Rural/Residential  -  District  A,   One 
application  concerned  an  Appeal  from  an  Administrative  Decision. 
In  addition  the  Board  considered  two  requests  for  reconsideration 
of  its  decisions. 

The  Board  also  worked  with  the  Planning  Board  by  reviewing  the 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  preparing  written  comments  on  them.  A 
representative  of  the  Board  attended  those  meetings  of  the 
Planning  Board  at  which  the  Zoning  Ordinance  amendments  were 
considered  and  discussed, 

The  Board  reminds  anyone  contemplating  building  a  new  building, 
making  changes  in  or  additions  to  existing  structures,   or  changing 
uses  of  their  property,   to  review  carefully  the  Zoiiing  Ordinance 
of  the  Town.   If  required,   application  for  the  appropriate  permit 
should  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.   This  could  eliminate 
unnecessary  appeals  and  delays.

The  Conservation  Commission  had  a  busy  year  in  1937.   ''^e 
became  involved  with  the  matter  of  boating  restrictions  on 
Squam  and  Little  Squam  Lakes,  and  concluded  to  support  legis- 
lation for  speed  limitations  in  certain  areas.   This  primarily 
in  the  interest  of  loon  preservation.   V/e  approved  efforts  to 
preserve  certain  agricultural  lands  through  purchase  of  ease- 
ments under  the  N.  H.  /agricultural  Lands  Preservation  Program/ 
These  did  not  materialize  because  State  funds  ran  out.   In  conn- 
ection with  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands,  in  v/hich  the 
State  has  made  available  $20,000,000  for  acquisition  of  land 
or  conservation  easements,  v/e  prepared  a  map  shov/ing  areas  in 
Sandwich  that  are  already  protected  in  some  v;ay,  and  laid  plans 
to  identify  other  land  or  sites  that  we  feel  Sandwich  would  like 
to  have  orotected.   These  efforts  culminated  in  the  establish- 
ment by  the  Selectmen  of  a  group  entitled,  "The  Sandwich  Land 
Trust  Committee."   This  committee  will  attempt  to; 

1.  Identify  lands  most  v/orthy  of  protection. 

2.  Involve  as  many  Towns  people  as  possible  in  the  effort. 

3.  V/ork  v/ith  willing  land  owners  to  protect  land, 

through  purchase  or  acceptance  for  the  Town  of 

gifts  of  land  or  easements. 
^.   To  consider  and  assist  Town  officials  in  management 

of  protected  Town  lands. 
5.   Raise  funds  and  easement  credits. 

The  Commission  participated  in  the  development  and  conduct 
of  a  "Hazardous  V/aste  Pick-up  Day"  held  /.ugust  29,  1987  at  the 
Meredith  Town  DumijSevera.l  hundred  people  broup"ht  to  the  pick-up 
site  during  the  day  household  v/astes  that  cannot  legally  be  dis- 
posed of  through  normal  channels. 

The  Carlsons  and  Shirley  L'^ar  led  another  "Five  Days  of 
Sandwich"  nature  study  for  children  in  late  July.   Twelve  young- 
sters participated 
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The  Commission  acted  on  13  applications  for  dredge/fill 
in  connection  with  construction  of  fire  or  wild-life  ponds,  roa.d 
crossings  for  logging  or  development  purposes,  repairs  to  or 
construction  of  docks  or  piers  on  Squam  Lake   shores;  and  we 
have  advised  the  Selectmen  in  granting  building  permits  for 
homes  and  septic  systems  near  v/etlands  in  several  cases.   None 
of  these  presented  any  particular  problems  this  year. 

The  Commission  prepared  a  statement  about  its  activities 
for  the  revised  Town  Master  Plan. 

V/e  began  the  fiscal  year  (/. pril  1)  with  a  full  complement 
of  members  and  two  altema.tes.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

and 

STATE  FOREST  Ri^GER 


Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  -fines 
than  normal.   The  three  leading  causes  o-f  -forest  -fires  were 
again  children,  -fires  kindled  without  written  permission  o-f  a 
Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.   All  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  -forest  fire  officials  with 
forest  fire  prevention.   Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for 
more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the 
responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.   Our  state  has 
excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance 
is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state 
timber  harvest  tax  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire 
Warden,  or  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603) 
271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the 
timber  tax  payment  starting  April  1,  1986.   This  is  a  change  in 
the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners. 
Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

This  past  year  was  again  busy.   Driveways  were  plowed  ten 
times.   Then  heavy  rains  on  the  31st  o-f  March,  which  caused  over 
*30,000.00  worth  o-f  damage  to  the  dirt  roads. 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  came  into  Sandwich 
to  evaluate  the  damage.   Their  estimate  was  *32,811.00.   When  I 
had  -finished  all  the  road  work  and  all  the  paper  work,  the  total 
came  to  $32,098. 19. 

FEhV^'s  share  =    *24,073.<64   or  75X 

State  o-f  New  Hampshire's  share     =      4,012.28   or  12. 5X 
Town  o-f  Sandwich  =      4,012.27   or  1 2 .  5>: 

This  past  surrener  the  Department  rebuilt  two  sections  o-f 
road.    Diamond  Ledge  Road,  starting  at  Delgado's  home,  1000 
feet.   The  old  pavement  was  ripped  up,  culverts  replaced  where 
needed,  rocks  removed,  then  the  road  bed  was  built  up  with 
tjankrun  gravel  then  1  1/2"  crushed  gravel  .   Ditches  dug  and  the 
sur-face  was  penetrated  with  MC250 . 

Quaker  White-face  Road.   Large  rocks  were  removed,  road  bed 
was  widened,  culverts  replaced,  then  the  road  was  shimmed  and 
paved.   Approximately  1200  -feet. 

The  road  signs  started  disappearing  early  in  the  summer  at 
a  very  rapid  rate.   I  still  have  half  the  town  roads  to  post,  I 
was  hoping  i -f  I  waited  -for  a  period  o-f  time,  the  people  involved 
in  the  removal  would  get  tired  of  these  destructive  games. 
There  is  a  lot  of  time  and  money  spent  in  planning,  ordering, 
receiving  and  placing  of  these  signs.   I  would  be  more  than 
happy  to  supervise  any  of  these  people  in  placement  rather  than 
removal.   I  am  sure  Chief  Brunei  1 e  would  appreciate  any 
information  about  this  subject. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department, 
John,  Bill,  Ken  and  Willie.   I  also  want  to  thank  the  Selectmen 
for  their  support  and  Joanne,  without  her  I  would  still  be 
working  on  the  government  flood  disaster  paper  work.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  note  the  total  number  o-f  calls 
shows  about  a  20%  drop  this  past  ygap ,    with  all  categories  being 
down  except  -for  fire  and  service  calls.   Chimney  -fires  only 
ocurred  -four  times  this  past  yes.r ,    but  we  continue  to  urge  care 
by  those  using  wood  -for  heating.   At  least  a  yeAr\y   check  by  a 
chimney  sweep  is  good  insurance.   Chimney  fires  are  a  serious 
occurrence  as  they  Are   responsible  for  a  large  percentage  of 
house  fires. 

We  responded  to  a  structure  fire  in  December  at  the  O'Brien 
home  on  Top-Of-The-tJor  1  d  Road  when  an  attached  shop/woodshed  was 
discovered  to  be  on  fire.   The  men  made  an  excellent  stop  on 
what  was  potentially  a  very    serious  fire.   We  were  assisted  by 
Moul tonboro  Fire  Dept.  at  the  scene  while  Center  Harbor  covered 
Central  Station. 

We  did  respond  to  eight  motor  vehicle  accidents  this  past 
year f     two  of  which  were  fatal  accidents  on  back  to  back  nights. 
Our  new  rescue  truck  served  us  well  in  both  these  incidents  as 
well  as  in  all  our  EMS  calls. 

We  have  continued  to  add  to  our  rescue/medical  equipment 
carried  on  our  rescue  truck.   Again  from  our  own  funds  raised  or 
donated  this  ye^r   we  purchased  a  new  rescue  saw,  a 
self-contained  small  generator  with  a  500  watt  quartz  light  and 
a  cardiac  monitor.   This  last  item  was  made  possible  to  a  large 
extent  by  the  generous  gift  of  just  under  fourteen  hundred 
dollars  from  the  Town  Club.   The  unit  cost  *3852.00.   In 
addition  to  these  major  items  we  have  purchased  a  number  of 
smaller  items  of  equipment  and  supplies.   Again  for  those  that 
Tna.y    not  kncHAi,  all  the  rescue/medical  equipment  including  the 
rescue  truck  have  been  acquired  from  private  funds  not  tax 
dollars.   To  all  those  that  have  generously  donated  or  supported 
our  fund  raising  efforts,  a  ^lery    big  thank  you! 

Our  membership  has  remained  about  the  same  this  past  year, 
but  we  still  urgently  need  new  members  for  both  fire  fighting 
and  rescue  work.   Anyone  interested  is  urged  to  contact  any 
member  of  the  Department  or  the  Selectmen's  office.   This  is 
your  Tc*jn ,  please  support  this  vital  volunteer  effort. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  again  all  those  who  have  helped 
in  any  way  this  past  yeAV ,    particularly  our  members,  the  Sirens, 
the  Police  and  Highway  Department  and  the  Selectmen.
